Torreon has started on Its march to 
begin the campaign for the capture of 
Saltillo and Zacatecas, according to a 
report received at the state depart¬ 
ment to-day from Consul Hamm at 
Durango. 

One American and two British sub¬ 
jects have been killed at mines in the 
vicinity of Guadalajara. A man by the 
name of R&ndsdell, presumably a Brit¬ 
ish subject and seven Americans are 
cut off by bandits in the vicinity, 
other Americans are safe. This In¬ 
formation came in a dispatch from the 
British vice-consul at Guadalajara to 
the British embassy to-day. 

While the reports of Carranza's suc¬ 
cesses were discussed here to-day the 
South American envoys went ahead 
wlpi their arrangements for the be¬ 
ginning of the preliminaries of media¬ 
tion near the Canadian border May 18.

London, May 7.—At a meeting of 
the directors of the British Columbia 
Electric Railway held yesterday, R. 
H. Sperling was appointed to the po¬ 
sition of assistant to the chairman of { 
the board with a seat as director. 
George Kidd was elected general man-1 
agSr of 'the company in succession to 1 
Mr. Sperling. 

In making the appointment the 
board expressed its sincere thanks to 
F. R. Glover, general executive as¬ 
sistant; G. R. O. Conway, chief engi¬ 
neer. and all the officers of the com¬ 
pany for their Invaluable services and 
unswerving loyalty during the period 
when Mr. Sperling acted as general 
manager of the company. They Also 
expressed the assurance that this same 
spirit on the part of the staff would 
be continued under the new manage¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Kidd's appointment as general 
manager dates from May «. 

Mr. Sperling will take a holiday be¬ 
fore taking up his work In London on 
August 1. 


London, May 7.—The lord chancellor 
made an interesting pronouncement 
before the privy council to-day regard¬ 
ing Canadian appeals. The court was 
asked by Ogden Lawrence to grant 
leave to appeal In Carey versus Roots, 
a Quebec case in which the only point 
was the construction of a contract of 
land purchase. 

The lord chancellor, in refusing leave, 
said that Canada had created her own 
supreme court as a tlnal court of ap¬ 
peals. The prerogative of appeals be¬ 
ing heard by the privy council was not 
however taken away, but the council 
did not remain an ordinary court of 
appeal. It was certain that the statute 
did not intend that there should be 
any going beyond the Canadian 
supreme court in a case such as was 
Involved In the present application. 
The prerogative of the council ought 
not. therefore, to be exercised. His 
lordship added that there was once a 
period when in this respect the prac¬ 
tise of the privy council was more lax 
than It should have been. 

An application was made by R. C. 
Smith. K. C.. on behalf of the Mon¬ 
treal Tramways company, for leave 
to appeal against a decision of the 
King's Bench of Quel>ec which had up¬ 
held an order of the provincial legis¬ 
lature constituting a Quebec public 
utilities ^ commission and granting 
later the power to summon witnesses 
and demand documents. The tramways 
company maintained that such powers 
could only be granted by the Dominion 
government. In granting leave to ap¬ 
peal. Lord Haldane said that the 
solicitor-general of the Dominion 
would 1>6 allowed, if he chose, to in¬ 
tervene In this appeal.

Surgeon, concerning the sale and 
transfer of a license to restaurant 
premises in Montreal. Lord Haldana 
remarked that the case involved im¬ 
portant principles which ought to be 
decided.

Another provision Is that instead of 
performing homestead duties such as 
have been prescribed in the past a set¬ 
tler may keep a certain amount of 
stock on the land. The Idea Is to en¬ 
courage mixed farming. 

W. A. Buchanan and Mr. Knowles 
advocated the abolition of the payment 
of Interest In connection with the pur¬ 
chase of pre-emptions, and Dr. Roche 
agreed to let the clause stand over. 

Mr. Douglas, of Btrathcona, moved 
that the pre-emption provisions be ex- 
I tended northward to Include the Peace 
j River valley and other northern dis¬ 
tricts suitable for cultivation.

Must Be No Parley. 

No, the army In Ulster must be 
maintained at Its full negotiating 
strength. There must be no parley, 
no truce, no armistice. Olive 
I branches and white flags are for the 
Nationalists. They have the argu¬ 
ments on their side, and can ufTord 
to be reasonable. But the Die Ilafds 
have only the Ulster army and their 
own rock-ribbed resistance. They 
see no crime In tampering with his 
majesty’s army, but It’s hands off 
King Carson’s. The Ulster army is 
in no danger of melting away until 
It accomplishes Its real victory, 
which is not permanent exclusion for 
Ulster from a Home Rule Ireland, but 
a general election on the old deck of 
curds for the Tory Die Hurds of Eng¬ 
land. If the Die Hards won that 
election, It is generally agreed that 
they could no more coerce the South 
of Ireland to forego Home Rule than 
the liberals can coerce the North of 
Ireland to accept it. But that would 
not fenzo the Die Hards, their object 
being not so much Home Rule for 
Ireland as Tory rule for England. 
Ireland could probably have ns many 
kinds of Home Rule as she liked so 
1« ng us she did not bother the Tories 
In their noble work of choking to 
death most of the Lloyd Oeorge 
policies. 

On the other hand, If the Die 
Hurds lost the election, the Ulster 
army would be In commission again. 
The Die Hards do love general elec¬ 
tions. and Premier Asquith has l»een 
very generous in granting their 
alshes, having given them three :

Reading the 
stars as they must often do. the Die 
Harda see no ray of hope for twenty 
years, by which time the party mayj 
be expected to breed new leaders and 
a new progressive statesmanship. If 
they are to get u look In at all they 
must do it now, and to that end they 
must use Ulster to force an Immediate 
general election. 

General Carson will not be permit¬ 
ted to disband hls Ulster army for 
seme time to come—you may bank on 
that. The other army that the Die 
Hards depended on went off at half- 
i<*ck.

When Capt. R. F. Scott’s sturdy 
little ship. “Terra Nova,” sailed from 
Port Chalmers, New Zealand, No¬ 
vember 29, 1910, on her 2.000 mile voy¬ 
age to the frozen south with the great 
expedition, the animated record of 
which will be shewn at daily matinees 
and evening performances for ten 
days at the Royal Victoria theatre, 
beginning to-day, she carried forty- 
eight officers and men, thirty-five 
dogs, nineteen ponies, two rabbits, 
two cats, and two mammoth Ice 
motor sledges. 

Following in rapid succession are 
flashed upon the screen a football 
game on deep sea Ice; routing life of 
the party; securing samples of water 
from the depth of the ocean; dredg-' 
Jng for fish which freeze stiff the in¬ 
stant they are lifted out of the water; 
catching seals fpr food: “Terra Nova,” 
hemmed in by gigantic icebergs, biolo¬ 
gists, geologists and chemists, at work 
and finally four of the five heroes 
(who lost their lives) laughing and 
chatting while preparing a meal In the 
very tent In which a few months 
later the rescuing party found their 
frozpn bodies.
